Grain Dealers Meet. 


Saturday afternoon n meeting of the 


Grain Dealers' Mutual Protective asso- 
ciation was held, W'UHU ih^r-" was a ijen- 
orai o .nfprenoe t>s to tronb'b in handling 
grain. For years there have b?en short- 
Ht'^a reported at the points to which grain 
nu- been delivered and this shortage- 
el ij'ii has coo:e finally as a loss to the 
tjntirj merchanta. The association hop&s 
to prevent the occurrence cf such short- 
-i^es, to compel the railroads to is'ive a 
clean hill of lading and to make th-3 rail- 
rone! stand good for whatever shortages 
are claimed at the destination, provided 
that weights are taken at the elevator 
from which the groin ia first taken. 
The 


railroads are compelled by law to weigh 
the corn where the amount ia 50,000 
bushels in the ear or fifty care. The 
purpose is to concentrate shipments, 


ave weights given, und thna compel the 
lilroads to deliver whatever amount in 
eight is delivered to them. If there is 
>,000 pounds delivered in a car here, 
le purpose is to compel the railroads to 
low for 30,000 at the destination 
Another point which engaged the at- 
-ntion of tho dealers was a discussion of 
le ways and means to procure cars in 
hich to ship the grain when they had it 
eady for delivery, List year for two or 
iree months dealers could not procure 
ars in which to ship grain which they 
ad bought and wera anxious to deliver, 
'he effort is to be this year to get as large 
number of curs as possible delivered at 
he stations before the movement really 
egins in order to prevent the famine of 
ars which was such a great menace to 
be grain business last year.

March, generally between the 10th and 
lath, tho grap* and small fruit giowers 
collect together in their respective dis- 
tricts and beat the country thoroughly 
to drive the ewarming j,>ck labbits 
from their h.dinf? places into immense 
wire enclosed corrals*, where the aro 
it the mercy of their pin suets and are 
Irnocked in the head w ith clubs bv tho 
thousand. I have known 15(00 jack 
rabbits to be slaughtered m this w vv 
In a few hours 
More thau that these 


rabbits arc such prolific breeders that 
Every one killed in March or April 
means that there will be twenty five or 
thirty less than there would have been 
If the rabbits knocked in the heael in 
the spring had been permitted to live 
until fall 
These lounel ups are the, 


only means we have ever eliscovered bv 
which the jack rabbit pest has been ke pt 
down. Ihe rabbits arc undnlj fe nil of
